six follies of science—per- 


petual motion is one. In 1ST4 many 
thought John Keely.

The fraud was exposed after the 
inventor 
died. 
He sold 
much ptock.

The fourth scientific folly is ma- 


rr\<- — thp black art which mediavel sor- 
rovers sought and pretended they found.

A fifth scientific fallacy is the elixir of 


life. Ponce de Leon sought it in a fabled 
fountain of youth. 
Voronoff. of Paris, 


seeks it in monkey glands. The sixth sci- 
entific fallacy is transmutation of metals— 
conversion of iron or lead or other baser 
metals into gold or silver. 


That men like Richard Ulram still at- 


tempt to achieve the six follies of science, 
.sliows that there is always someone who 
refuses to believe that anything is impos- 
sible. It is man's nature to deny that he 
is limited in his powers. 
Laughed at, 


jeered, he defies precedent—and thereby 
makes progress. 
This spirit may 
not 


achieve the original goal, but it will ac- 
complish something. 
Thus Glauber, who 


devoted a lifetime to attempting to change 
lead into gold, discovered a very useful 
salt that bf-ars his name. Professor Fred- 
erick Soddy. of Oxford, says that when 
man has enough radium and can work 
with l.nOO.OOu volts of electricity, he 
may really be able to change lead into 
gold. Six follies of science, we call them 
now. 
But v. ill future man solve them and 


look back and laugh at us. Flying was 
OECP called the seventh folly of science. 
It has been taken off the list.

fident about taking this or that article 
of 
food, 


averse to this or that article of food, to which they 
ascribe their trouble, but not at all averse to swal- 
lowing anything the nostrum exploiter offers. It is 
vaudeville to anyone who understands to observe 
these victims of the "gas," "acidity" and "indiges- 
tion" obsessions painstakingly avoiding wholesome 
articles of diet and at same time pouring into their 
r.iciiiK alimentary tracts divers and doubtful dopes 
Olio favorite is a hugo dose of some such stuff as 
cottonseed oil flavored and tinted to be chased, if 
held, a little later by a large or hospital size powder 
which is practicpaliy a Seidlitz powder. 


This purports to be a. remedy for gall stones, liver 


trouble, stomach trouble, or anything else the suf- 
ferer thinks ho has. The mixture of oil and an 
alkUi in the alimentary tract really reduces some 
lumps of soap. But many a. victim has convinced 
himself that these soapy concretions 
were 
gall 


stones. 
Epsom salts, that old established domestic physic, 


has more effects than the old doctors ever dreamed 
of. 
Only in recent years have we learned that it 


possesses remarkable powers of depressing the ner- 
\ous system, which may account for some of the 
alarming results occasionally experienced by those 
who imagine, a dose of salts is always right in any 
kind of illness. 
Dr. S. J. Meltzer, of Rockefeller institute, who has 


pointed out some of these heretofore unknown ef- 
fects of magnesium sulphate (Epsom salts) observed 
in 191" that a solution of magnesium sulphate when 
introduced into the duodenum (by means of a duo- 
denal feeding tube) without coming in contact with 
the lining of the stomach, brought about relaxation 
of the muscular wall of the duodenum and relaxa- 
tion of the opening thru which the bile enters the 
duodenum, together with contraction of the mus- 
cular wall of the gall-sac, which meant the drainage 
of the gal! or bile thru the natural channels. 
This 


laluable discovery has been used with chemical and 
microscopical examinations to great advantage in 
the diagnosis of conditions involving the bile-appar- 
atus. 
Now Pr. Frank Smithies of Chicago 
em- 


piojs the same principle not only in diagnosis, but 
also as an aid in treatment of buch cases, and he 
terms it ' non-surgical drainage of the biliary tract." 
Of course, the use of the duodenal tube demands 
the skill of the physician, but the method is prac- 
ticable in hospital, the patient's home, or the phy- 
sician's office. The drainage is practical daily or on 
alternate days. 


This, diagnostic and remedial 
procedure 
is of 


course, not effective in the treatment of gallstone 
diseases. Nothing under the sun can or will remove 
or "dissolve" gallstones save the surgeon's skill. 
Th° method is employed rather in the diagnosis and 
treatment of those low grade rind chronic infections 
of gall-sac or pall ducts wJiirh verge upon but per- 
haps do not definitely enter the domain of surgery.

against child labor require the child 
to have a certificate showing his age, 
and this is accepted by the Federal in- 
spectors.

The effort to abolish child labor, of 


which this tax law is the latest mam 
festation, IP n p;ood example of 
how 


we legislate in this country. Ten or 
15 years ago child labor was ono of the 
crying abuses of American industry. 
Children from 10 to 14 years of age 
were undoubtedly stunted and killed. 
A great deal of publicity was piven 
the subject. 
Newspaper 
editorials, 


magazine articles and cartoons aroused 
the public to the abuse. 
As a. result 


many state, laws were passed pro- 
hibitinc or restricting child labor, and 
a great majority of the states now 
have such IMWS. Many of those that 
have not are agricultural states in 
which there is little or no factory labor

of any kind. The serious abuse has 
for ,some years been confined to a few 
•states where the interests employing 
child labor were strong enough to in- 
fluence the legislatures. 


To thoi,e who were working for the 


abolition of child labor, a Federal law 
prohibiting it in the whole country 
seemed the only means. 
They were 


opposed by the believers 
in states 


rights, who see a threat of the com 
plete. destruction of local autonomy 
n the rapid spread of Federal author- 
ty which recent years has witnessed. 
These persons declared that the United 
States is rapidly becominng a huge 
paternalistic bureaucracy. 
The other 


side stands largely on the merits of 
the law they are advocating. 
The 


same battle has been waged in the 
same words a score of times. 


At any rate, the opponents of the 


child labor finally obtained the pas 
sage of Federal law against it. 
Im 


mediately the employers of child labor 
brought suit on the grounds that it 
was 
unconstitutional. 
Thus 
the 


ancient farce was repealed by which 
a law is passed and put into effect 
before the Supreme Court has de 
cided whether it is a law or not. Mosi 
of the manufacturers gamble that it 
was not a law and brazenly broke 
it as far as they cared to do so 
Nevertheless the taxpayer's 
monej 


was spent to put in action an elabor 
ate machinery for its enforcement 
which was entrusted to the Depart 
ment of Labor. In 1918 the Supreme 
Court fulfilled the hopes of the em 
ployers of child labor by declaring the 
act unconstitutional. 


The New Law 


Immediately the agitation was re- 


newed, and in the Revenue Bill of 
1918 
was the provision by which a 


prohibitory tax is levied on employers 
exactly the same thing that the child 
labor law was intended to accomplish 
and it stands on the constitutional 
ground right of the Federal Govern- 
ment to levy taxes. 
Even as there 


are other ways to kill a. cat than chok- 
ing it with butter, so here are many 
ways of getting around the dear old 
Constitution 
than 
the 
Founding 


Fathers even dreamed of. 


Now this tax law is being enforced 


and with good effect, it is claimed. 
The census figures on child labor for 
1920 are not out yet. and only they 
prove .lust how much has been ac- 
complished. 
But there seems to be 


little doubt that the tax law has ab- 
olished child labor in many indus- 
tries. 


Now it remainsc to be seen once 


more whether it is really a law or 
not. 
The customary suit has been 


filed 
attacking the contitutionahty 


of the law, and this case is number 
16 on the Supreme Court docket. It 
will in all probability be heard and 
decided this fall. 


The lawyers will have a fine time. 


Those on behalf of the law will point 
out that the Federal Government has 
a right to levy taxes, and that it has 
long employed this, method of abol- 
ishing or mitigating abuses. ' The at- 
torneys for the employers will say 
that if this is so, then states right are 
a 
dream, for here is a method by 


which the Federal Government can 
invade, them in a hundred places. By 
levying other similar taxes on indus- 
try it can control industry 
In 
a 


number of ways. 


The mere layman gets little out of 


it but a swimming head. 
He is in- 


clined to conclude that our Govern- 
ment is a thing of expediency and 
compromise rather than of principal 
anyway, and to hope that the law 
will 
be 
upheld since it is useful, 


whether Washington and Hamilton 
would have liked it or not. 
They 


probably 
wouldn't feel at home in 


America now in any case.
